"Stu d y of improved m arketing methods, as 
well as of conditions the farmer should under­ 
stand to produce intelligently and adjust his pro 


d u c t i o n to the needs of consumption." the Score 
tare said, "are proper functions of the Depart­ 


ment. 
"T h e departm ent‘should turn'on the light,” 


he continued, 
" lf there are points -along the way 
at which there is unnecessary waste, that should 


be made known, 
lf there are men along the w ay 
who are taking too much toll for the service they 
render, that also should be made known. 
"A plentiful supply of too cf at prices which 
are just to both producer and consumer is vital to 
our national welfare, and it is a proper function of 
the government to do what it can to insure it. 
Inform ation of world production and con­ 
sumption is especially usetul and necessaty, the 
Secretary declared, to aid farmets in deciding 
i11 what quantities given commodities should he 
produced in order that there may he an adequate 


supply. 
The farmers’ right to organize into associa­ 


t i o n s , co-operative or otherwise, leu the purpose 
of m arketing his crops, M r. \\ allace said, can­ 
not be questioned "so long as they observe the
